ago we are getting at least a thousand, 
and all the big magazines have been 
forced to double their staff of reader* 
and correspondence clerks to take 
care of the increased mail. A large 
percentage of the articles submitted 
have some bearing on the recent war, 
and are written by members of the vol- 
unteers. They include a little of every- 
things—stories, sketches, poems, per- 
sonal reminiscences 
and historical 


sketches, and we have been obliged to 
get out a special circular letter stating; 
that we would not undertake to even 
examine any more war matter. I be- 
lieve most of the other magazine* 
have done the same thing. The aver- 
age writer doesn't realize that a great- 
er monthly publication must be run on 
strictly business principles. We esti- 
mate that it costs us about 60 cents to 
put a manuscript of, say, 2,500 words 
through the hands of the first reader. 
It is handled by three clerks before it 
gets to him, and the first reading is 
merely to determine whether it is 
worth any further attention. If the 
verdict is favorable it is carefully ex- 
amined by a special staff, who read it 
in rotation and submit a written re- 
port, an operation which costs consid- 
erable money. To give that amount of 
attention to even a tenth of the stuff 
that pours in on us would bankrupt 
any house in the country. Yet raw 
amateurs are constantly complaining 
because every word of their manu- 
script was not read. Often they pur- 
posely transpose the last few pagetl, 
and, when they go back undisturbed. 
they write us sarcastic letters. As a 
rule the first paragraph decides the 
fate of a contribution.—N. 0. Times- 
Democrat.

Makes It Probable That Garments of 


This Fur Will Soon Be a Curio. 
The Treasury Department has re- 


ceived a report from the special agent 
who has been superintending the 
c.tching of fur seals in the Arctic dur- 
ing the past season. His report shows 
that this valuable uilmai is getting 
scarcer every year, aad that unless ex- 
treme measures are soon adopted to 
prevent their extermination, it will be 
but a matter of tims before sealskin 
sac-ques will be regarded as curios. 
The Treasury Depa/tment restricted 
the catch of seals In the American 
district to 25,000, but the best the seal- 
era could do was to catch 16,000 ani- 
mals. This merely itdlcates the scarc- 
ity of the seals, for (hose taken under 
tlui supervision of tjie United State* 
authorities will not be missed In the 
hrrt. No females ane permitted to be 
slain in our territory, the killing: being 
limited to males ov*r 2 years of age. 
The danger of complete annihilation 
of the herd is in the operations of the 
pelagic sealers, thos% who roam about 
the. open water and ilay right and left 
an>l without discrimination as to ag« 
or sex. The prey at these sealers Is 
confined almost entirely to female*. 
which are slow of movement and fall 
eas.y victims. A v&ssel leaving that 
territory with a load of some 200 skliW 
ami only one male hi the lot is a fre- 
quent occurrence. Luring the season 
of 1898 the Treasury Department re- 
stricted the catch is American terri- 
tory to 30,000, and during the year Just 
ended a limit of 21,000 wa» naned. 
Next year it is probwble that this will 
be scaled down to X5.000, with pro*- 
ports for the catch bfing hardly 10.000. 
The only thing that tan save the herd 
from complete extiaiition, says the de- 
partment officials, iti an early agree- 
ment between Great Britain and the 
United States to prohibit the catching 
of all seals except n ales more than I 
years old.—Brooklyn Eagle.

CHICAUO* FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


A Special Session of the legislature 


May Havo to be Called. 


Chicago. III.. Dec. 10.—A special sea- 


•Ion of the Legislature U looked upon 
by a number of Chicago public men aa 
the only means whereby relief can' be 
obtained from the financial crisis which 
threatens Chicago's Oily Government 
next year owing to the increased needs 
for revenue. 


As if to emphasise the necessity for 


relief iniellis«nc« was received In the 
office of the Corporation Counsel from 
Springfield Indicating that the city'* 
revenue from the tax levy will be even 
less next year than it was this year, 
despite the predictions of vast in- 
creases expected from the operation of 
the new revenue law. Major Mar- 
shall's report was filed at Washing- 
ton and its showing as to how navi- 
gation in the river is obstructed haa 
also served to again call attention to 
the decayed condition of the city's 
hiidgcs and the immediate necessity 
for new structures at over a score of 
crossings. 


This year Chicago received $4,420,000 


for corporate purposes from the tax 
levy—not enough to maintain the city 
and Fire Depaitments—and the city 
had to depend upon ptiloon licenses and 
other special sources of income for its 
maintenance It has been supposed 
heretofore that the city would obtain 
at least $6,000,000 or $7,000,000 from the 
levy.

POE POISONED. 


Startling Story of How the Poet Came 


to Hia Death. 


A startling story has come to light 


anent the recnt commemoration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the death of Ed- 
gar Allan Ppe. A former Baltimorean, 
recently living in San Francisco, gives 
what he claims to be a true account of 
the poet's last days This is the story: 


"I was an intimate associate of Ed- 


gar Allan Poe for many years. Much 
that has been said and written regard- 
ing his death is false. His habitual 
resort In Baltimote was the Widow 
Meagner's place. This was an oyster 
stand and liquid bar on the city front, 
corresponding in some respects with 
the coffee houses in San Francisco. It 
was frequented much by printers and 
ranked as a respectable place, where 
parties would enjoy a game of cards 
or engage in a social conversation. 
Poe was a great favorite with the old 
woman. 
His favorite seat was just 


behind the stand, and about as quiet 
and sociable as an oyster himself. He 
went by the name of 'Baird,' and when 
parties came into the shop it was 
'Bard, come up and take a nip,' or 
'Bard' come up and take a hand in this 
game.' 


"Whenever the Widow Meagher met 


with any accident or idea that tickled 
her fancy, she would ask the 'Bard' to 
versify it. Poe always complied, writ- 
ing many a witty couplet, and at times 
poems of some length. It was in this 
little saloon that Poe's attention was 
called to an advertisement in a Phil- 
adelphia paper of a prize for the best 
story, and it was there that he wrole 
his famous 'Gold Bug,' which carried 
of the hundred-dollar prize. 


"Poe had been shifting for several 


years btween Baltimore Philadelphia 
and New York. He hart been away 
from Baltimore for three or four 
months, when he turned up one even- 
ing at the Widow Meagher's. I was 
there when he came m. He privately 
told me that he had been in Richmond, 
and was on his way north to get ready 
for his wedding. It was drinking all 
around, and repeated until the crowd 
was pretty jolly, it was the night be- 
fore election, and four of us, including 
Poe, started uptown. 
We had not 


gone half a doz^n squates when we 
were nabbed by a gang of men who 
were on the lookout for voters to 
'coop' 


"It was th« practice In those days 


to seizo people, whether drunk or 
sober, lock them up until the polls 
were opened, and then march them 
around to every precinct, wHere they 
were made to vote the ticket of the 
party that controlled the coop. Our 
coop was in the i«ar of an engine 
house on Covert street 
It was part 


of the game to st ipify the prisoners 
with drugged liquor. Well, the next 
day we were voted at thirty-one dif- 
ferent places, and over and over, it be- 
ing as much as a man's life was worth 
to rebel. Poe was so badly drugged 
that after he was carried on two or 
three different rounds the gang said it 
was no use to vote a dead man any 
longer, so they shoved him into a cab 
and sent him into a hospital to get

From Small to Large and Now Smaller 


Again. 


It is on the card that big sprocket 


wboels havo had their day; and while 
thia is meant to apply mainly to ex- 
tremes, It is by no means unlikely that 
a reaction will shortly set in that will 
once mote bring in smaller and possi- 
bly small chain wheels. The evident 
desire for somewhat lighter machines 
is likely to do much to bring this 
about. 


With the coming of the safety ma- 


chine, and the consequent necessity 
of gearing up to obtain even a moder- 
ate degree of speed, tbe bicycle sprock- 
et wheel made its appearance. As at 
first fitted It was neither large nor 
small. Weight had not become a burn- 
ing question at that time, and makers 
naturally pursued the happy mean in 
the matter of sprocket-wheel sizes. 
They were too much occupied with 
other problems of a pressing nnture to 
descend to such trivallies as the prop- 
er number of teeth sprocket wheels 
should contain. 


After most of the problems had been 


settled—a process which took some ' 
years—the weight Question assumed 
great importance. 
In looking about 


for ways to lighten machines, the 
sprocket wheels and chain could not 
long be overlooked. Widths of chains 
ran tht* whole scale—from ftveeigi'ths 
to three-sixteenths, and even, in a 
few cases, to one-eighth; thus cover- 
ing the two extremes and finally set- 
tling at about one-quarter inch. At 
the same time Die number of teeth m 
the chain wheel was cut down. In- 
stead of nine and ten-tooth rear sprock- 
ets that foimerly ruled. They came 
down to six and even to five, while the 
front chain wheels underwent only 
slight alteration, for the demand for 
higher seais partly kept pace with the 
increase that resulted from tbe use of 
small rear sprockets. 


The craze lor light weights and 


small sprocket wheels reached a per- 
iod at practically the same time. 
Straightway both bcg<m to retrace 
thnr steps, but spiocket wheHs cut 
a much faster pace than did weights 
They climbed steadily upward, until 
nine and ten-tooth rear wheels became 
customary once more. As gears bad 
been climbing also, the front spockets 
had to be inci eased in proportion, un- 
til twenty-five teeth ceased to be un- 
usual, and even larger sizes than this 
were not abnormal. On "freak" ma- 
chines thirty teeth were not at all un- 
common. 


The additional weight necessitated 


by the use of puch chain wheels \\as 
considerable. Chains were much nar- 
rowed, of cour&e but the additional 
length—tour and on'' halt feet being 
required in some instances—almost 
counterbalanced this gain 
As to the 


sprocket 
wheels themselves, there 


was nothing to set against the addi- 
tional weight, and had it not been for 
the complacence of the riding public 
in the matter of weight the use pf such 
large chain wheels would not have 
been tolerated. This apathy as regards 
weight and the advantage, real or sup- 
posed, obtained by the use of large 
sprockets, made it possible to lit them. 


Once more the tune serais ripe tor a 


change. Extremely large chain wheels 
are no longer in fa^or, and there is 
some danger that even tlie medium 
ones—say nine and ten-tooth rojr 
and twenty-throe to twenty-five fror>t 
—will have to KO. Tliev luivr- been in 
use so long that they ha\e lost then- 
novelty and many inlers would hail a 
drop with acclamation. At tlie same 
lime it .should br Imnio in mind that 
this is a matter which depends very 
largely on tho question of weight. Any 
considerable reduction in this respect 
must be brought about partly by tbe 
use of smaller sprocket wheels.—Bi- 
cycle World. 


A Bicycle Race for Speed. 


• Some of the long-distance bicycla 
riders hare expressed dissatisfaction 
with the conditions of the indoor race 
t'» be held in the Madison Sqiufre Oar- 
den, Xew York, in December. Charles 
W. Miller, the long-distance champion, 
! and Frank Waller may decide lint to 
i Compete. Both men assert that the 
race as arranged will be one of speed 
rather than endurance. 
Neither rider 


has special ability as a speed man, and 
a team race, such as Is proposed, 
where relaying will be necessary, 
bothers these men. They declare that 
if the conditions compel the contest- 
ants to remain on the track for twelve 
hours continuously each day the race 
would attract all the old six-day men. 
The idea of relaying strikes them aa 
affording the young and speedy ridera 
a decided advantage, which will force 
the six-day grinders 10 the 
back- 


ground. There are a number of ridera 
now in the South who are training for 
the indoor race. While some of the 
old riders find the new conditions ob- 
jectionable, the idea of a team relay 
race meets with general approbation 
among the rank and file of the circuit- 
chasers. This latter class maintains 
that twenty miles an hour will be 
averaged in the race. Such a speed 
will give a team a mileage of 2,880 
miles, which indicates that the con- 
testants will be forced to have great 
speed as well as endurance to stick 
out the six days and maintain a lead- 
ing position throughout the contest.

tours on nny part of the continent. 
The membership cards in the C. T. C. 
entitle them to all the access to road 
books, hotel and repair shop accom- 
modations and the services of the of- 
ficial representative located in almost 
every village, as well as the large 
cities, of Europe. In the headquarters 
established by President Keenan tours 
of tho principal sight-seeing districts 
will be arranged and tbe temporary 
headquarters on the grounds will be 
as well supplied with information as 
the permanent offices. 
For those who 


enjoy racing the exposition will afford 
tho greatest meet ever held. The 
principal occasion will be the world's 
championships, held under the aus- 
pices of the International Cyclists's 
Association, in which over $iO,000 
will be expended in prizes alone. In 
this meet only those riders who are 
in good standing with the L. A. \V. 
will be permitted to compete as rep- 
resentatives of the United States and 
the racing department of the League 
will make arrangements tor the proper 
care of its representatives. Both the 
touring and racing members of the 
League will be taken care of abroad 
next year and the preparations are 
so extensive that a large amount of 
work is being done for their benefit 
even at this early time.

My system 
hp.s been to keep the three balls, if 
possible, between the string or the 
string or the spot and the lower end 
of the table, thus reducing the size of 
the table from 5x10 feet to 2'/l-x3 feet. 
The reason is obvious—the "working 
space is cut in two. Striking the hall 
with the cu« on'the right, or left side 
instead of the centre diverts its course 
when it hits the cushion, as well as 
when it hits a ball. This is called Eng- 
lish; why not Irish or Prus&ian, I 
do not know. 


Hitting the ball underneath makes 


it promptly come back to you after it 
hns hit the ball it was aimed at. Strik- 
ing tho ball from overhead with the 
cue on one side makes tho sphere per- 
form little, circulatory motions and go 
around the corners. *The '.ollow shot, 
oonnisting of striking; tho cue ball on 
top. mnkOT It run after Inf. ball it hits 
Inr.tead of coming buck to you liko tho 
draw shot. 


Light Tires For Winter. 


Rather a curious theory, one direct- 


ly opposed to generally accepted ideas, 
is advanced by an English rider. 
He 


contends that light tires are better 
suited for winter than for summer rid- 
in. His reasons have much to com- 
tion of riders at this time, when many 
are contemplating changes of equip- 
mend them and are worth the atten- 
ment for winter riding. He says ho 
finds the light road racing tires are 
good in the mud of winter, do not cut 
on freshly laid stone patches, do not 
side slip as much as big tires and are 
not uncomfortable, because most of 
the time in winter the roads are"pad- 
ded" with mud. On the other hand 
the narrow hard tii'es, except the best 
of them, bump distressingly on the 
dry roads; they puncture easily. Vi- 
bration, it is agreed, is the chief thing 
suffered from small tires. 


As one rides longer distances and at 


a higher rale of speed in summer a 
tire of lr?s inches diameter is there- 
fore better than one of 1% inches for 
summer use, unless one desires to 
scorch, while for cutting through the 
mud of winter the "speed" tires will 
lessen the exertion and the side slip. 
While the road conditions in England 
differ from our, and there are several 
things to be said on the other side of 
this proposition, the 'points made are 
too well taken to be unheeded.

Tho i-rusade against those who fur- 


nish cigarettes to minors, and similar of- 
fenses, was begun today, when notices 
and copies of the law prohibiting sucli 
were posted around the city. 


The law that will be strictly enforced 


is from the public statues, chapter 2(53, 
sections 2 and 5, as follows: 


"No minor under the age of sixteen 


years shall be admitted at any time to, 
or permitted to remain in, a saloon or ] 
place of entertammebt where spirituous 
or intoxicating liquors are sold, ex- 
changed or given away, or at places of 
amusement known as dance honsea and 
concert saloons, unless accompanied by 
parent or guardian. 
If n proprietor, 


keeper or manager of any such place 
shall violate any provision of this sec- 
tion, he shall be fined not exceeding 
twenty dollars." 


"If any person shall sell cigarettes or 


tobacco in any form to a minor, he 
shall be fined not more than fifty dol- 
lars for each oS'ense."
